From an official of the unions it was 
learned today that Mr. Gompers would 
confer with President Shea of 
the 


teamsters' and President Bold, of the 
labor federation today. After obtain 
ing a full understanding of the situa 
tion Gompers 
will receive visits o 


representatives of the employers. 
He 


may be invited to confer with the em 
ployers, and will be asked 
to 
visit 


Mayor Dunne. 
Gompers issued 
this 


statement: "I'm not here to supersede 
any one in authority. I am simply a 
'helper' to President Shea. Whatevei 
he and President Dold do will govern. 
I hope for peace." 


Dold said this morning: 
'I do noi 


see how anybody can settle the strike 
as long as the employers refuse to ar- 
bitrate. If they refuse, the unions can 
do nothing but abandon the strike or 
continue it. The employers refuse to 
meet us on any ground necessary for a 
settlement." 


President Gompers called upon May- 


or Dunne shortly before noon today 
and held a conference with the execu- 
tive on the strike situation. The May- 
or requested Gompers "to use his influ- 
ence to prevent a spread of the strike 
and if possible bring about a settle- 
ment. 
Gompers said he was willing 


to aid in any peace move. 


President Samuel Gompers of the 


American Federation of Labor was a 
late arrival in this city. 
Although 


lie is not possessed .of executive 
power in the settlement of- the strike. 
President Gompers declared that he 
had every hope that its end'.was not 
far distant. "It was my intention to 
come to Chicago anyway at the end 
of the week, said Mr. Gompers, "but 
after holding a conversation over the 
telephone with Mr. Shea, I decided to 
anticipate my visit somewhat, and 
came at once. I certainly shall do all 
in my power to end the strike, and I 
have great hopes of success." Imme- 
diately after leaving his train Presi- 
dent Gompers went into conference 
with President Shea and local officials 
of the teamsters' union. 


At a meeting of the board of educa- 


tion warrants were sworn out for 
eight boys who have been leaders in 
the recent strikes at the schools in 
sympathy with the strike of the team- 
sters. 
It was announced by the su- 


perintendent of compulsory education 
that he had definite information to 
the effect that the majority of the 
strikes at the school had been insti- 
gated by hoodlums, who had told the 
pupils that it wis their duty to refuse 
to attend school because the schools 
were buying coal of the wrong firms. 
The threat of arrest of parents whose 
children did not attend school had 
the effect of settling three of the 
strikes.

MUCH PLEASED 


WITH CONDITIONS ALONG ROUTE 


OF PROPOSED ROAD. 


Engineer Wemple 
Reaches Mt. Ver- 


non After Going Over Line from 


Newark via Gambier. 


Mt. Vernon, May 17. — Engineer W. 


R. Wemple, representing, eastern capi- 
talists, accompanied .by 
Dr. J. 
F. 


Shrontz and Mr. F. E. Elliott of Mar- 
tinsburg, arrived in Mt. Vernon Tues- 
day afternoon, completing a two-days' 
trip over the route of the proposed 
electric railroad between Mt. Vernon 
and Newark. 


"I have never seen better conditions 


as relates to grades along the high- 
ways of the route over which I have 
just passed," said the engineer. 
"It 


seems that nature has provided the 
road-bed for the very purpose of an 
electric railway." 


Mr. Wemple visited Rain Rocks and 


Falling .Rocks, two points noted for 
their beautiful scenery Monday and 
was greatly impressed with the beauty 
of the country. 
Judging 
from 
his 


statements there can 
be but 
little 


doubt that his report will be a most 
favorable one. He has taken views of 
scenery along the route, which fol- 
lows the Rocky Fork to Martinsburg 
and thence to Mt. Vernon by way of 
the Big Run and Kokosing 
valleys. 


touching Gambier. Perhaps the heavi- 
est grades to be taken care of are on 
the part of the route between Gambier 
and Martinsburg. The engineer stated 
that he expected to remain in this 
section several days, largely because 
he enjoyed the scenery. 
From this 


point he will go to South Dakota to 
do work ot a similar character. 


Should this road be built the people 


would owe much praise to Dr. Shrontz 
and Mr. Elliott, who have been un- 
tiring in their efforts to 
secure 
it. 


They have spent much time .since the 
project was first taken up two years 
ago in securing rights-of-way and in 
railing attention of capitalists to the 
opportunity for profitable investment. 
Others have assisted, but the burden 
of the work has been done by tljp.se 
two men, who kept fanning at the 
coals when the fire seemed to be burn- 
ing low. 


P'or some' time past a number of "n- 


ergetic business men of Newark and 
Mt. Vernon and Martirisburg have had 
the matter of the construction of this 
road under consideration, 
and it 
is 


believed that it will be one of the best 
paying roads in central 
Ohio. The 


gentlemen at the head of the enter- 
prise have been in correspondence, for 
some time with a reliable brokerage 
firm of New York, concerning the mat- 


ter and about ten days ago, Dr. J. F. 
Shrontz and F. E. Elliott, in response 
to a telegram, went to New York and 
completed all th,e arrangements 
for 


the building of the 
road .with 
the 


brokers to the minutest detail, includ- 
ing the financing of the road, issuing 
of the bonds, awarding of the cintracts, 
etc. 


The new road is to be known as the 


Newark, Martinsburg, and Mt. Vernon 
Traction Line. 
It has already been 


incorporated with the following incor- 
porators, Messrs. E. H. Everett, Ed- 
ward Kibler, John A. Chilcote of New- 
ark, and Dr. J. F. Shrontz and F. E.

Later He Became 
Prominent

Several Weeks. 


Kirke La Shelle, theatrical manager 


and playwright, lormerly of Newark, 
died at his home at 
Heliport, Long 


Island, Tuesday. 
He had been ill for 


several weeks, and had been confined 
to his bed for a fortnight suffering 
from phlebitis, resulting directly upon 
a strain of his left leg. 


Mr. La Shelle leaves a widow and 


two children—a little girl, aged 8 and 
a little boy, aged 4 years. Funeral 
services for the family and intimate 
friends will take place from his late 
residence at 
Bellport 
Thursday 
at 


noon. 


Mr. La Shelle was born in Wyoming, 


III., in 1804, of French Huguenot par- 
ents. 
He began life as a printer's 


"devil" in a local 
newspaper 
office, 


became a printer and finally foreman 
of the Chicago Daily News. Taking a 
position as reporter, he was succes- 
ively city editor, managing editor and 
chief editorial writer of the Chicago 
.Mail. From the Mail he went to the 
Post as dramatic and literary critic 


He first entered the theatrical busi- 


ness in 1891, when he became advance 
agent and manager for E. S. Willard, 
:hen on his first tour of America. His 
first venture as a full-fledged manager 
was in partnership with George Led- 
rer in the production of a comedy for 
Charles Dickson. The next season he 
was business manager of the Boston- 
ians' Robin Hood company and later 
of all the interests of that organiza- 
tion. 


With Arthur W. Clarke Mr. La 


Shelle promoted Frank Daniels as a 
star in "The Wizard of 
the 
Nile," 


which in two seasons founded his for- 
tune. Mr. Clarke retired 
thereafter. 


and Mr. La Shelle continued his man- 
agerial career alone. 


It was in "The Ameer" that Mr. La 


Shelle did his first work as a libret- 
;isf, writing the book for that opera 
Jointly with Fred Rankin. Later, 
in 


l-onjunction with Julian Edwards, he 
furnished for Miss Minnie Mothot, the 
hree-act comic opera "The Princess 
:hic." 
in 1897 Mr. La Shelle, with 


the late Fred Hamlin, produced Au- 
gustus Thomas's 
"Arizona."

made independent fortunes out of the 
play, which had been refused by half

St. Petersburg, Mav 17—The fatal 


shooting of Major General Sokolov- 
sky, governor general of Ufa, is the 
second crime of this natme which has 
occurred at Ufa within tvvo years, his 
predecessor, General Bogdanovitch, 
having 
been assassinated in 
the 


streets of Ufa May 19, 1903. General 
Sokolovsky, who as vice governor of 
Orenburg and later as military gov- 
einor of the same pro\mce, acquired 
a reputation as a stein and vigorous 
official, was appointed to restore or- 
der in the turbulent government ot 
Ufa, and adopted a repressive policy 
which long ago caused him to be 
marked for the same tate as Bogdano- 
vitch. Numerous revolutionary so- 
cieties were broken up b> General So- 
kolovsky, and manitestations were 
not permitted undei his administra- 
tion, and the last acts ot the governor 
general were the dispeisal ot an anti- 
governmental club and the suppres- 
sion of the May day demonstrations, 
with the arrests of many armed dem- 
onstiators. 


An imperial rescript modifies the 


decrees in nine of the western gov- 
ernments of Russia, giving Poles and 
Catholics their freedom tor acquiring 
farming lands and purchasing proper- 
ties and industrial premises, permit- 
ting schools to instruct in the Polish 
and Lithuanian languages, etc. 


A Russian political club has been 


formed under the auspices of Baron 
Tiesenhausen and other prominent 
moderate liberals, and has been au- 
thorized by Interior Minister Bouli- 
gan. This example is expected to be 
followed at Moscow and elsewhere. 
The formation of authorized clubs for 
the discussion and propagation of po- 
litical ideas will mark a distinctly 
new phase in the reform movement. 
With the passage of the Russian May 
day many foreign newspaper corre- 
spondents who expected an. interior 
crisis in the spring- are leaving St Pe- 
tersburg, convinced that all prospect 
of serious extensive disorders is over 
for the present.

POLICEMAN SHOT 


While Arresting Colored Man at Chi! 


hcothe Today—Officer Will Die 


From Wound. 


VICTORY 


For Lottery Agents in First Round of 


Indiana Legal Fight That Affects 


Every State. 


Star Witness Before the Senate Com- 


mittee on Interstate Commerce Ac- 
knowledge* a Monopoly of Fruit 
Transportation In Parts of the West 
and South—His Testimony. 


Washington May 17. — President 


George R. Robbins of the Armour Car 
Lines company admitted before the 
senate committee oa Interstate com- 
merce, -which is investigating railroad 
rates, that the company had 20 or 30 
exclusive contracts with railroads for 
fruit transportation business, and ac- 
knowledged a monopoly of that traf- 
fic in parts of the west and south. 
Wherever those exclusive contracts 
applied, he admitted the producers 
and shippers of fruit had to accept 
the rates laid down by the Armours. 
He claimed that thei company was a 
private one and therefore not subject 
to the interstate commerce laws. Mr. 
Robbins, who was the star witness of 
the day, was closely examined by the 
committee regarding the operation of 
the Armour interests. These exclu- 
sive contracts with railroads, he said, 
were 
generally 
private 
contracts, 


though exhibited when requested. He 
asserted that the Armours do not get 
any advantages over other shippers 
in these cars. Replying to Chairman 
Elkins, the witness said that his com- 
pany did not want to be subject to the 
interstate commerce laws. 


Mr. Robbins admitted that on roads 


where they had exclusive 
contracts, 


like the Pere Marquette 
line, the 


roads could not engage In the ship- 
ment of the products covered in the 
contract in other cars. Those who 
complained on this matter, he added, 
were mostly receivers and commis- 
sion men, and not the producers and 
shippers. 


Mr. Robbins denied that the Ar- 


mours were interested in any of the 
fruit companies in California or that 
the Armours had a monopoly of the 
transportation of California fruits, ac- 
knowledging, however, that his com- 
pany had a monopoly of the fruit 
transportation in the Pere Marquette 
region and in Georgia and Florida. 
The Armours, he admitted, had exclu- 
sive contracts with all the South At- 
lantic coast states railways, exclusive 
contracts in east Tennessee and on 
certain roads in Missouri and Arkan- 
sas, and on the Southern Pacific road. 
The Santa Fe was a competing line 
in the fruit business in California. 
Fruit producers and shippers on these 
exclusive lines had to accept the rates 
of the Armour company, but Mr. Rob- 
bins said they satisfied 80 per cent 
of the shippers. 


Chillicothe, O, May 17— Policeman

LICKING LAUNDRY 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 17.—The first 


round 
of the government's 
fight 


against the lottery business ended 
yesterday afternoon in favor of the 
agents— Royal C Hammpr, Indianap- 
olis; Charles J 
Daum, Evansville; 


Charles W. Heniy and Cassius Row- 
zer Ft. Wayne—-wno were indicted on 
the' charge of violating the interstate 
commerce law by bringing lottery 
tickets into the state. At the close 
Judge Anderson said he would with- 
hold judgment until fall, but he was 
inclined to believe that the indictments 
were not good 
The points raised here 


are the issue elsewhere, since 
the 


Government began a crusade recently 
to stamp the lottery business out of 
the country For some time the lotter- 
ies have been sending tickets to the 
large cities by special messengers in 
order to get around provisions of the 
interstate commerce law. 


The indictments against the Indiana 


men charged merely that they "caused 
to be carried" the lottery tickets. It 
was not stated that they were carried 
by mail, express or freight 
It was 


naturally impossible to charge that 
they were carried in any manner usual 
in interstate commerce, for the reason 
that they were carried by special mes- 
senger, but thp attorneys for the lot- 
tery agents said that the carrying of 
a thing by a man from one point to 
another was not interstate commerce, 
and that the indictments were not suf- 
ficient, in that they did not describe 
the method of carrying involved. 


The penalty for the first offense is 


any fine not exceeding |2 000, "to 
which may be added" imprisonment 
not exceeding two years.
